GREAT PREPARATIONS AT KIEL,

Amerlean Men-of- War Wil Ba Brilliantly
THaminated by Bectdony.
HAMBURG, June 18.—~There has been an

enormous Influx of visitors heroe to view the

ceremontes and spectaclen lncldent to the
opetiing of the Baltle North sea canal at
Kiel. Great preparations are now in hand
upon the eve of the event and decorations are
being placed on every hand and Humina-
tione made ready for the night.

According to orders by the Navy depart-
ment &L Washington the American men-of-
war at Kiel will be (Huminated with elec-
tricity every vight during thelr atay at that
port. It Is intended that the cruiser New
York shall be provided with 2,000 lneandes-
cent Hghts, and each of the remaining three
ships will have about 1L5600 besldes the
usual powerful searchlights, The incan-
descent llghts will be arranged aceording
to brillilant designs, each vessel carrying
around the pilot house an Immense shield
representing the Amerlean ecoat-of<arms, the
red and white barge and the stars on a blua
background being produced by electric bulbs.
This shield will be sixteen feet high and will
extend back on each side of the pllot house
about twenty-four feel. Around the stern of
ench ship will be displayed its name In large
olegtrie Jetters, In addition Incandescent
electrie lghts will be strung from each ves-
sel's stern and from the water to the deck
and along the deck rall from end to end on
both sldes. The hull of each ship will thus
be completely outlined, another row of lights
belng run along the water line and other
lines up the masts and gdown the side-
staye and up and down apd around  the
smokestacks. The United States min-of-war
will malke an elaborate dispiny of fireworks
during the lete,
